EDMONTON COLLEGE 
IS TO BE ENLARGED

The Rev. C. Thies returned on Sat- 
urday morning from St. Louis, Mo., 
where he attended the convention of 
the Missouri Synod -of the: Lutheran 
church. There were 970 accredited 
delegates in attendance besides nearly 
1000 visitors. Many important jriat- 
ters came before the meeting. More 
than one million dollars will be spent 
on the educational institutions of the 
Synod, of which the college in Ed- 
monton will receive a share, The 
course at the Edmonton Concordia 
College was extended to six years 
tnd two additional professors will be 
added to the staff. The grounds will 
be levelled and turned into a park. 

Another appropriation of one and 
one half million dollars was made for 
the church extension fund which will 
enable smaller congregations to bor- 
row money for buiding of churches 
without interest. Of the money set 
aside for home missions, $58,000 will 
be spent in Canada. Of this amount 
Alberta and B.C. receives $30,000. 

Of special interest was the dedica- 
tion of the new theological seminary 
which the synod has erected at St. 
Louis at a cost of $3,900,000. More 
than 100,000 Lutherans were in at- 
tendance at the celebration, A chorus 
of 1000 voices rendered appropriate 
music. The seminary is now the larg- 
est protestant theological institution 
of its kind in the world.

The Dominion department of agri- 
culture has just issued a small circu- 
lar distributed free by its publications 
branch, Ottawa, which gives a num- 
ber of recipes for milk drinks to suit 
any taste. They are easy to prepare, 
delicious and refreshing. In making 
them, ordinary household flavoring 
extracts, spices, juices from fresh or 
canned fruits, or fruit syrups may be 
used; soda water may or may not be 
added. These recipes will be espec- 
ially valuable in the case of children 
who have a fancied dislike for milk 
and for invalids whose food consists 
mainly of liquids, and who relish a 
change in the flavor and appearance 
of the milk they drink.

Mr. Inglis noida a very successful 
meeting at Gwynne-on Saturday last, 
the 19th inst.. The mecting was pre- 
sided over by Mr.’ Chris, Maygard, 
and there was quite a crowd present, 
Mr. Inglis being ac yea quite: can 
ovation, kor Wat i 
He discussed the ee of the Lib- 
eral government and dealt with their 
extravagance and mis-management, 
quoting from the auditors report 
made under the Greenfield govern- 
ment after il took office, to establish 
the loose manner in which the busi 
ness of the province was carried on. 
It was shown that in 1921 $291,000,000 
was spent on roads, that was never 
voted at all. He dealt also with the 
railway muddle, which is a legacy 
from the Liberal administration. 
Also with the Esdale Press incident, 
whereby $5800.00 was taken ont of 
the public treasury of the province 
and no value given. He showed that 
the per capita debt ‘of the province 
is greater than any other province in 
the Dominion except B.C., and it is 
two and a half times greater than 
Coming to the 
record of the U.F.A. administration, 
he drew attention to the fact that it 
has passed no constructive legislation, 


! 
; Solved none of the great problems of 


the province, and had been generally 
inefficient and ineffective. The bud- 
get had not been balanced, in spite 
of all assertions to the contrary, and 
the public debt had steadily increas- 
ed, although the revenue of the prov 
ince was three millions greater than 
when the government took office, 
He criticized the indecision of the gov- 
ernment in deaing with the railway 
problem and condemned the weak 
settlement they had made with the 
Royal Bank of Canada, He maintainer 
ed the government had been weak in 
its handling of the resources question 
and had not taken a strong stand in its 
negotiations with the Dominion gov- 
ernment. 

The Conservative party, said Mr. 
Inglis, was pledged to stop the in- 
crease of debt, it would reduce taxa- 
tion, the members of the legislative 
assembly would be reduced and the 
indemnity would be cut down to 
$1500.00 instead of being $2000.00 ag 
at present, There would be a prompt 
solution of the railway question and 
fair treatment of capital. There 
would be energetic handling of the 
immigration problem and the re- 
sources question, The Conservative 
leader was sympathetic towards co- 
operative marketing and the Conger- 
vatives had taken a prominent part in 
the establishment of the wheat pool, 
Aaron Sapiro was brought to the proy- 
ince by two Conservative newspapers, 
the Calgary Herald and the Edmon- 
ton Journal at their own expense. 

Mr. Inglis's masterful handling — of 
the questions of the day elicited much 
applause from the audience. Mr, C, 
IH. Russell and Mr. F, B, Watson also 
dealt with the issues before the pub- 
lic in the usual capable manner.
